Piat  es  are  ex  adi  Draugbts ,  were  colle  di  e  d 
in  the  County  of  Hamplhire,  out  of  the  Clijfs 
hy  the  Sea  Coafi ,  between  Chrift  Church  and 
Lymington,  but  more  efpecially  about  the  Clijfs 
by  the  Village  of  Hordwell,  which  is  nearly. 
the  midway  betwixt  the  two  former  places  ; 
they  are  found  in  their  natur al  State ,  excepi- 
ing  their  lofs  of  colour ,  and  exceedingly  well 
preferved ,  below  a  fi ratum  ofGravel  and  Sand 
ah  out  14  °r  1 5  fat  thick ,  in  a  blueijh  kind  of 
Clay  or  Marle  quite  down  to  the  level  of  the 
fea ,  how  much  deeper  is  not  known ;  theheight 
of  thefe  Clijfs  are ,  in  many  places,  above  100 
feet. 


Phis firaium  of  Clayruns  a  gr eat  way  inte 
the  Country  in  a  Northerly  diredlion,  quite 
acrofs  the  New  foreft,  as  may  be  perceived 
wben  Sinkings  are  made  in  the  Earth  for 
Buildings ,  or  Piis  for  the  digging  of  Marle, 
where  Foffd  Shells ,  on  fuch  Occajions ,  fre- 
quently  occur ,  together  with  thofe  other  Bodies 
here  meniioned ,  by  which  it  appears ,  that  along 
with  the  P  (fi  ac  eous  P ribe ,  Fi  fio  and  Quadru- 
peds  became  involved  in  the  gener  al  confufion ;

Various  are  the  Opinions  concerning  the 
Fime,  when  and  how  thefe  Bodies  became 
depofited ;  fome  there  are  who  canceive  it 
might  have  been  effehted  in  an  indefinite 
length  of  time  by  a  gradual  changing  and. 
Jhifting  of  the  Sea  others  again ,  that  this 
Globe  may  have  undergoue  many ,  even  total 
Revolutions,  of  whicb  we  neithsr  have  or  can i 
have  any  idea ,  but  from.  thefe  traces *. 

The  moft  common  Caufe  ajfgned  is  that  of 
the  Deluge ,  but  the  Notion  that  an  cverflow- 
ing  of  the  W iters ,  during  the  time  mentioned 
in  Scripture ,  although  the  univerfality  of  it 
Jhould  not  be  called  in  queftion,  could  have 
loofened  the  intire  contents  of  the  whole  earth , 
according  to  Dr.  Woodward,  and  have  ren- 
dered  ali  that  was  folid  fiuid ,  for  the  ad- 
mijfion  of  the  fpoils  both  of  the  fea  and  land,. 
into  the  centre  of  the  hardeji  Rocks,  nay  even 
of  Pebbles  and  Flints ,  is  equally  hypothetica} 
with  other  Conjeblures  fo  that  upon  the  whole 
I  am  apt  to  think  this  affair  will  for  ever  re- 
main  a  myftery  :  I  fijall  therefore  content  my- 
felf  with  making  only  a  few  gener al  Obferva- 
tions  on  the  Subjeci,  the  b  et  ter  to  enable  fuch 
as  are  lefs  converfant  in  thefe  Maiters,  to 
judge  for  themfelves. 

Thefe  Phaenomena  then,  upon  an  inquifitive 
Search  over  as  great  a  Part  of  the  Globe  as 
we  have  any  knowledge  of,  except  in  a  very 
few  Inflances,  are  found  to  be  univerfal  • 
for,  from  the  Surface  of  the  kighefl  Moun- 
tains  in  the  moft  inland  Parts,  down  to  the 
greatcft  Fepth  in  the  Earth  ever  penetrated, 
where  openings  have  been  made ,  are  found 
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Vegetabilia  vel  petrifa&a  vel  in  Itatii  fuo 
naturali  prsefervata,  in  Humo,  Argilla, 
Arena,  Marmore,  Silice  idque  genus  aliis 
impadla  inveniuntur,  terraque  effoffa  dete¬ 
guntur  :  tanta  etjam  eorum  copia  efl,  ut 
Teltacea  imprimis  foflilia  quoad  Species 
&  Varietates  numerum  recentium,  adae¬ 
quent,  quoad  abundentiam  longe  fuperent. 
Adventitia  haec  foflilia  quoad  maximam 
partem  meridionalium  plagarum  incolas

Shells ,  Bones  and  Veget  abies,  petrified,  or  pre~ 
ferved  in  their  natur al  State ,  in  Earth ,  Sand, 
Clay ,  Marble ,  Flint,  &c.  and  in  fuch  abun¬ 
datu  e,  that  the  tejlaceous  Eribe  efpecially ,  are 
equal  in  Variety  to  the  Number  of  thofe  found 
recent ,  and  in  Spuant  i ty  infinitdy  exceed  them. 
Ehe  greater  part  of  thefe  Fojfil  extraneous 
Subjlances  that  are  known ,  are  found  to  be 
Inhabitants  of  Southern  Latitud.es,  as  the 
Skeletons  of  Elephants ,  Crocodiles ,  Sharks, 
and  almojl  ali  the  Veget  abies  \  and  of  the  Ee- 
ftaceous  Eribe  are  found  the  Ammonita ,  Be- 
lemnita ,  Stella  Marina ,  Anornia ,  &  c.  now  in 
general  not  known  in  the  recent  State ,  Inha¬ 
bitants ,  no  doubt ,  of  the  great  Deep ,  or  cf 
fome  unknown  Seas  or  Shores  all  of  which 
are  met  with  in  great  Pknty  in  ihis  our 
Jfand.. 


Of  the  Shells  here  engraven ,  the  OriginaTs 
of  which  are  in  the  Branderian  Colledion  of 
the  Britifh  Mufeum,  b  t  very  few  are  known 
to  be  Natives  of  cur  own ,  or ,  indeed ,  any  of 
the  European  Shores ,  but  the  far  greater  Part 
of  them ,  upon  a  compar  i fon  with  the  recent , 
are  wholly  unknown  to  us. 


And  now  I  think  I  have  nothing  more  to 
do,  than  to  acknowledge  myfelf  indebted  for 
the  fcientific  Defcription  of  them  to  the 
learned  and  ingenious  Dr.  Solander,  one  of
